Three new destroyers, estimated to 
cost $4,000,000 each, will be placed 
under construction immediately at 
the Boston, Philadelphia and New 
York navy yards, in an effort to im­ 
prove the employment situation. 
This was announced Tuesday by 
Secretary Adams who said that the 
navy was “in great need of de­ 
stroyers to take the place of over­ 
age ships ” 
No destroyers have been com­ 
pleted since 1920, although five now 
are under construction to be fin­ 
ished in 1934.

built Tuesday are to be completed 
in 1935. Three more have been au­ 
thorized by Congress but no plans 
have been made for their construc­ 
tion.

Notice to Taxpayers 


Owing to the large number of applica­ 
tions which have been made by taxpayers 
to various assessors and to the Adams 
county commissioners for reductions in 
real estate assessments or valuations, the 
Adams 
County 
Commissioners 
today 
pointed out that no changes in such assess­ 
ments may be made before 1933. 
Quoting from a recent opinion given by 
Attorney J. L. Williams, County Solicitor, 
the Commissioners said: 


‘‘The law on this subject is quite old, 
the main act being that of April 13th, 
1834, with some amendments, that this 
provides, that all real estate assess­ 
ments shall be made every three years. 
This is called the triennial assessment 
and the next one will take place in the 
year 1933. The present assessments, of 
course, were made in 1930, and under 
the law these remain fixed for the three- 
year period. The only changes that can 
be made in the intervals between tri­ 
ennial years are added values for the 
erection of new buildings and improve­ 
ments, and reductions on account of 
buildings being destroyed or damaged 
by fire or otherwise. 


“Neither the Assessors nor yourselves 
(the Commissioners) have any right or 
authority to change valuations, except 
as herein noted, during this year. 
“Assessments on real estate are to he 
based on the actual market value, and 
of course next year such adjustments 
and equalizations can be made as may 
then he justified by actual market 
values at that time.”

My Beauty Hint

Trees growing along streets and 
highways, and lr* parks and ceme­ 
teries reports John W. Keller, dep­ 
uty secretary of the department of 
forests and waters, have been dam­ 
aged more extensively that forested 
areas. The beetles prefer . foliage 
exposed to sunlight and accordingly 
do little Injury to darker woodlots 
and timber areas. 
Varieties That Suffer 
The kinds of trees that suffer 
most from defoliation by the beetles 
as listed by Keller, are poplar, white 
birch, elm, willow, horse-chestnut, 
cherry, 
basswood, 
sassafras 
and 
larch. The hickory, 
oak, walnut, 
maple, beech, mulberry, locust and 
ash are attacked, but not usually 
severely damaged. 
Issuing /rom the ground in late 
June, the Japanese beetles remain 
abroad until early October. Spray­ 
ing their food plants early and often 
with arsenate of lead, a stomach 
poison, lias 
proven effective as 
a 
control measure.
